E d it o r T e l e g r ap h :

For the benefit of the members of 
tha Dix on l^oan & Building Associa­ 
tion, of which 1 am President. I ask 
y ou to present, through y our columns, 
the facts in regard to the much talked 
of defalcations of the late Secretary of 
the said Association and of its affairs. 
In the first place I will say th at there 
has been a great deal of untrue and 
unkind talk indulged in by people who 
were never members of the Association 
or who had previously withdrawn their 
stock. 
As is alway s the case in such 
malters. those in no way interested 
have made the most noise. 
As is well known, we had matured 
the first series of stock and ex pected to 
pay members holding said stock on 
January 1st. 
There are alway s those 
who for business or other reasons with­ 
draw their stock which is not matured, 
and although the Association is not 
obliged to pay these withdrawing mem­ 
bers on presentation it has alway s done 
go. 
These demands are, of course, al­ 
way s unforeseen and 
have 
been of 
frequent occurrence beause of the fact 
th a t the Association has been allow­ 
ing 
such withdrawing 
members too 
much of the profits of the Association 
and they could at any time withdraw 
their stock at a handsome profit. 
This 
rule was changed about a month ago. 
so t h a t members who withdraw are 
allowed six per cent interest on their 
money , the balance of the profits of 
th eirrtoc k remaining with the asso­ 
ciation for the benefit of members who 
hold their stock to maturity . 
On this 
account a larger amount of money had 
been paid during the past six months 
than has usually been the case, and for 
th a t reason and the additional reas­ 
on th a t on December 1st the books 
showed a larger amount delinquent 
from members than ever before, it be­ 
came necessary to borrow $10,000 in 
order to meet the pay ment of $15,400 
to m ature the first series of stock 
011 
January 1st. 
This amount, could be paid by the 
Association by the collection of these 
delinquent accounts and the regular 
monthly pay ments iu about six ty to 
ninety day s. 
The Association has alway s followed 
the plan of borrowing money tempor­ 
arily when needed r a th e r than have 
idle money in the treasury , as the pro* 
I tits a^e derived from the use of its 
money vad loans are principally made 
during the spring and early summer 
months when the building season is on. 
When it was discovered at the close 
of the last quarter ending December 
1st th a t there was, as shown by the 
Secretary 's statement and as verified 
by 
the 
ex amining 
committee, 
an 
amount delinquent much larger than 
at the end of any previous quarter, the 
directors ordered the Secretary to call 
in 
all 
delinquent 
pass-books 
in 
order t h a t the ex amining committee 
might cheek up each m em ber’s book 
with his ledger account. 
It is the duty of the Secretary to re­ 
ceive ail money from members, enter 
it upon their pass-books and also upon 
the books of the Association, and pay 
the money over to the Association, and 
for the faithful performance of this 
duty he is required to give bond. 
Until the beginning of this y ear June 
1st, 189 7, the bond had been $5,000, but 
at th a t time the directors required a 
bond in the sum of $10,000, which he 
gave, and which was approved by a 
majority of the board of directors and 
is now in force. 
The labor performed by the board of 
directors is gratuitous, no compensa­ 
tion being allowed in any way . 
T he 
ex amining board receive for their time, 
and the Secretary received a compen­ 
sation fix ed by law. T h e Treasurer re­ 
ceives no compensation in any wav. 
The ex amining committee must con­ 
fiât of members of the Association who 
are not directors, as y ou will see by 
Sec. 18 of the L aw which is as follows:

Rev . M. E. Barton, a 
former Lee 
county boy , now p astor of the Shaw- 
mut Cong reg ational church of Boston, 
Mass., is also p resident of the Boston 
Cong reg ational Club which recently 
held a “ Forefathers Day ” festiv al in 
honor of the settlement of New Eng ­ 
land by the Pilg rims. 
The p rog ram 
is unique in its old sty le of p hraseolog y 
and orthog rap hy . 
In the Boston H er­ 
ald of recent date we find the follow­ 
ing brief abstract of President Barton’s 
address to the 
club on that occa­ 
sion, and as he is still remembered by 
a larg e number 0/ our readers, we g iv e 
it p lace in our columns: 
The p resident, Dr. Barton, ex p ress­ 
ed the cordiality of the feeling of Bos­ 
ton Cong reg ationalism for their Eng ­ 
lish cousins, and followed it with a 
witty discussion of descent from the 
May flower, and a liv ely story of his 
futile efforts to trace his own descent 
to that noble fountain. 
This led up to his formal address, in 
which he said: 
No g ood thing which we hav e inher­ 
ited from the p ast has come to us from 
any one man or natiou. 
We are in­ 
debted to Puritan and cav alier, Hu- 
g uenoe and Dutch,Quaker and Bap tist, 
and by no means least of all to the 
hardy Scotch-Irish. who first of Pro­ 
testant Eng lish-sp eaking immig rants 
scaled the Ap p alachians, conquered 
the wilderness, and p rov ed unconquer­ 
able p atriots in our three g reat wars. 
But when we resolv e our civ ilization 
into its p rime factors we can but award 
to the Pilg rim a foremost p lace among 
the makers of American civ ilization. 
If the Pilg rim 's customs were not 
wholly suited to our ag e; if he burned 
some of his own coal, and left us but 
ashes of imp racticable ex p eriments, 
and if some of the coal which he left ts 
contrins here and there a bit of slate 
or clinker, or ev en too strong a smell of 
sulp hur for our p resent needB; notwith­ 
standing this he has lig hted a fire on 
our hearth in whose lig ht and warmth 
those institutions flourish which are 
the ornament and blessing of our g reat 
rep ublic. 
The Pilg rim mov ement had its con­ 
temp orary sup p ort in the heartfelt in­ 
terest of thousands in Eng land who 
nev er became emig rants, but who kep t 
up the same strug g le in Eng land, and 
keep up to this day , making the ‘‘non­ 
conformist conscience” a terror to ev il­ 
doers and a p raise to them th at do 
well. 
We here in Boston declared our in­ 
dep endence of Andros, and re-elected 
Simon Bradstreet g ov ernor, and man­ 
ag ed thing s our own way . 
T hat was 
an ep och in American history when 
the p eop le of Boston, hearing that 
William and Mary were to De crowned, 
rose in their mig ht and imp risoned An­ 
dros on Fort Hill. 
It was eig hty -six y ears later to a day , 
the 19 th of Ap ril, 1775, that the Pil­ 
g rim sp irit showed itself ag ain. 
I see 
the May flower wending its way up a 
narrow Massachusetts riv er, and dis­ 
charg ing itfc carg o at a bridg e th at was 
then unknown to fame. 
And on that 
19 th day of Ap ril. 175,7 the sp irit of 
the Pilg rim stood at Concord bridg e 
and on the g reen at Lex ing ton. 
The 
“shot heard round the world” hurled 
Ply mouth rock bodily into the ranks of 
the enemies of freedom. 
Just 8 6 y ears later a Massachusetts 
reg iment, hurry ing throug h Baltimore 
on the 19 th of Ap ril, 18 61, is fired up on 
and the first blood is shed in an awful 
strug g le th at carries the Pilg rim p rin­ 
cip les to their log ical end. 
John Brown’s soul was marching on. 
Yes, and John Brown's ancestor. Peter 
Brown, who came ov er in 
the May ­ 
flower, was m arching on, too. 
The 
stars in their courses, the ag es of his­ 
tory , the march of mankind toward a 
larg er freedom, from the day s of the 
May flower, and Mag na Charta, from 
the day s of Cromwell and the reforma­ 
tion: ail these were m arcbiog on, and 
they did not halt till the stars and 
strip es floated from ocean to ocean and 
from the lakes to the g ulf. 
The May ­ 
flower sailed far in those four y ears. 
The Pilg rim sp irit has moulded our 
distinctiv e American institutions, the 
home, the school, the church and the 
state. 
It has rep roduced itself in th» * 
march of civ ilization westward. ~o that 
we are a Pilg rim nation.

Mrs. M anila M. Ricker, a w ell kno wn 
lawyer o f Do ver, N. II., has anno unced 
her determinatio n to run fo r co ngress us 
successo r to Co ngressman Cyrus A. Sul- 
lo way o f Manchester. Mrs. Kicker is in 
deadly earnest, in spite o f the fact that 
so me o f her male friends have tried to 
persuade her that the matter can be re­ 
garded as little mo re than a jo ke. 
She 
declare» that she has a o unatitutkmul 
right to beco me a co ngressman, o r rath­ 
er a co ngresswo man, and lo o ks fo rward 
co nfidently to the time when wo men 
w ill have an equal half o f the seats in 
the senate and ho use o f representatives. 
Mrs. Ricker i» a Republican in po li­ 
ties and a firm believer in the ultimate 
triumph o f thecauseo f wo man suffrage, 
acco rding to the New Yo rk Herald. 
When asked to give her views o n the 
subject o f wo men as members o f co n­ 
gress, and particularly regarding her 
o wn chances, fo r the especial benefit o f 
The Herald readers, Mrs. Ricker replied 
as fo llo ws: 
“ Fo r 20 years I have been nursing 
the secret ho pe that so me day 1 shall be 
elected to co ngress o r to the senate o r 
beco me go verno r o f a state. There is no 
co nstitutio nal o r statute law to prevent. 
L no tice that Knnna Hart was appo inted 
acting co nsular ugent, at Edmunsto u, N. 
B., by the state department fo r two 
weeks during the absence o f the regular 
incumbent o f the o ffice. 
If a wo man 
may be appo inted tempo rarily in the 
diplo matic service she certainly can 
1x3 
appo inted permanently. This tempo rary 
appo intment was made since I asked to 
be appo int! d envo y extrao rdinary aud 
minister plenipo tentiary to the United 
•States o f ( o lo mbia, sho wing thut all 
o ur o fficials want is to have the subject 
bro ught up and talked o ver and written 
up. 
“ I was the first wo man in the co un­ 
try who tried to vo te. 
It w ill be 2S 
years next March since I first attempted 
to cast a ballo t. 
No w wo men have full 
suffrage in lo ur states— Wyo ming, Co l­ 
o rado , Utah ami Idaho —municipal suf 
frage in Kansas and scho o l suffrage in 
29 states, including New Hampshire. 
‘Why sho uldn't wo men bo senato rs, 
members o f co ngress aud go verno rs? It 
is a questio n o f brain, and fo rtunately 
there is no sex in brain, and it is time 
to do away with the silly no tio n that 
there is. 
Every student o f English law 
kno ws that statutes impo sing penalties 
are1 to be strictly co nstrued so as to ex­ 
clude everybo dy and everything 
no t 
within their letter. 
Statutes creating 
privileges, co nferring benefits, are to be 
liberally co nstrued 
so as to iuclude 
every perso n within the reach o f their 
spirit. I think we have reached a perio d 
when wo men are to have the benefit o f 
bo th these rules to co rrelate each o ther. 
“ 1 do n't want the impressio n to gain 


cause she is given the po wer o f atto rney 
by lmr custo mers. She. ho wever, was o f 
an o ppo site o pinio n, and the matter was 
referred to the United States district at 
to rney. 
Assistant District Atto rney C. 
T. Gro ve lo o ked up the law o n the mat­ 
ter and then gave his o pinio n that Mrs. 
Luebbert was right and that she co uld 
co ntinue to do business under her maid­ 
en name, as it was in the nature o f a 
firm name, and that perso ns have a right 
to be kno wn in business by any name 
that they may cho o se as lo ng as they are 
identified with it. 
Mr. Greve held also

o ther surname, excepting fo r business 
purpo ses, when she can assume

maiden name o r any o ther name, pro 
vided, o f co urse, that there is no intent 
to defraud.

proportion of the profits apportioned 
thereto as the board of directors may , 
from time to time, by resolution deter­ 
mine, less such charges of the charac* 
ter enumerated in this act as may be 
due thereon: 
Provided, » that 
the 
amouDt of such interest oroprofits paid 
on withdrawals shall not exceed the ac­ 
tual rate of earnings of the association: 
Provided further, that at no time shall 
more than one-half of the funds in the 
treasury of the association be applica­ 
ble to the demands of withdrawing 
members or the pay ment fof matured 
shares without the consent of the board 
of directors: 
Provided further, that 
any member having pledged his or her 
shares as security for an advance with­ 
out other security , may withdraw the 
same and receive the evidence of in­ 
debtedness given for such advance and 
such balance in cash, if any , as may be 
to the credit of such shares, but such 
withdrawal shall be subject to the 
same regulations in all other respects 
as is in the case of shares not pledged. 
These are proper safeguards, as the 
funds are all loaned on real estate and 
cannot be called in until their expira­ 
tion, so that the available funds are 
the regular monthly pay ments and 
such as may be received on account of 
loans repaid, and this last is of course 
voluntary on the part of members. 
The object of a loan and building as 
sociation is to furnish means to worthy 
people to build homes and a place 
where those who have money which 
they can spare each month can invest 
it. 
These objects have 
been accom­ 
plished, and much of the steady and 
permanent growth of our city during 
the past ten y ears has been due to this 
association, and many of our citizens 
will from y ear to y ear receive sums of 
$500 and upwards for matured stock 
which otherwise might have been spent 
from y ear to y ear. 
The association has had a prosperous 
career considering the times through 
which we have recently passed, and 
now has on hand mortgages to the 
amount of upwards of $120,000 which 
are secured on fully $200,000 worth of 
good Dixon real estate. 
It has never 
been obliged to mak e but one fore 
closure, arid does not now own a dol­ 
lar's worth of real estate. 
Its invest­ 
ors have realized good profits and there 
is no building and loan association in 
the State of Illinois in better condition. 
We have a committee at work exam­ 
ining the book s, securities, etc., and as 
soon as their work is completed aud we 
are able to show the bondsmen just how 
much the shortage is, we expect them 
to be ready to mak e it good. 
If every member will bring his book 
to the office the conclusion can be 
speedily reached. We hope to be ready 
to pay the first series of stock next 
week , but feel that in justice to all 
members we ought to k now the exact 
condition before pay ing ofT the few 
m inhere who hold the first series. 
Mr. Hy de was an efficient secretary 
and work ed hard for the success of the 
association, and much of its success was 
duo to his untiring and able efforts. 
For some reason best k nown to himself 
he has gone wrong in his relations with 
the association during the past three 
or four months. 
We who have been associated with 
him cannot believe that he has in­ 
tended to rob the association from mer- 
C mary motives, for ho was any thing 
but a selfish and mercenary man. 
But 
on the contrary we think his generosity 
aid lack of the power which enables a 
man to save and accumulate led him to 
use money which did not belong to him 
think ing 
that he could repluce it. 
This has been the cause of tho fall of 
many an otherwise good man. 
We feel very confident that there 
will be no loss to members. 
Members ace pay ing their dues free­ 
ly, which shows that they have confi­ 
dence in the future of the association, 
and those that now profess to believe 
that this incident will injure the asso­ 
ciation please k eep an ey e on us and 
you will find the Dixon Loan & Build­ 
ing Association at the old stand doing 
a more prosperous and profitable busi­ 
ness in the future than in the past.
